Compelled  to  relinquish  a  role  of  light  sophistication  for  the  less  youthful, 
more  serious  understudy  of  world  drama — yet  true  to  her  femininity,  she  did  not  lose  her 
perspe(:five.  Flaunting  a  mantle  of  optimism  in  the  face  of  pessimistic  prophecies  and 
gloomy  predictions  of  her  elders,  she  held  unswerving  the  conviction  that  a  bright  future 
would  somehow  prevail — maintained  a  ready  confidence  that  the  importance  of  living  \-  --  - 
precious   concept   not   heedlessly    to   be   cast   aside. 

The  class  of  '39  was  challenged  on  many  fronts.  No  longer  were  the  usual  standards 
of  life,  political  philosophies,  and  economic  theories  accepted  as  the  gospel  truth  Idea- 
logical  conflicts  confronted  all  students — the  frontiers  had  changed  and  readjustments  were 
necessary.  The  new  undergraduate  design  for  living  foreswore  mere  cynicism  and  bravado 
of  the  past;  bitter  was  the  realization  of  ")oe  College  '  that  the  goals  of  ambition  and  achieve- 
ment were  not  his  for  the  asking.  Shaken  by  this  realization  was  his  heretofore  fervent  be- 
lief In  the  American  Dream."  Turning  as  ever  for  consolation  from  the  weaker  sex,  he 
found  new  courage  in  the  undaunted  spirit  of  Betty  Coed  "  Inspired  by  her  confidence  In 
him,  he  thereby  resolved  that  she  would  not  find  that  confidence  misplaced — that  In  the 
struggle  to  come  he  should  not  be  found  lacking. 
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LOOK  BACKWARD  AND  A  LOOK  AHEAD 
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This  volume  of  THE  CINCINNATIAN  is  published  in  a  year  which 
stands  out  historically.  One  hundred  and  twenty  years  ago  this  spring, 
university  work  began  in  Cincinnati.  The  first  institution  of  higher 
education — ^^Cincinnati  College — opened  its  doors  on  Monday,  May  3, 
1819. 

Both  Cincinnati  College  and  the  Medical  College  of  Ohio  (1820) 
are  now  legally  merged  with  the  University  of  Cincinnati.  In  every 
true  sense  the  University  possesses  the  lineage  and  traditions  of  Cincin- 
nati College  and  of  the  historic  law  and  medical  schools  today  included 
in  its  organization. 

In  this  anniversary  year  we  of  the  University  of  Cincinnati  may 
well  feel  pride  in  our  illustrious  past.  Such  pride  carries  with  it  what 
is  at  once  an  obligation  and  a  glorious  opportunity. 

To  maintain  the  high  aspirations  of  pioneer  Cincinnati  is  our  obli- 
gation. But  that  is  not  enough.  We  must  turn  aspiration  into  perform- 
ance. Unremittingly,  in  the  educational  and  research  fields  of  the  arts 
and  sciences  and  of  the  professions,  we  must  set  first-rateness  as  our 
goal  and  perpetually  strive  for  it.  Only  thus  will  the  University  of  the 
future  prove  worthy  of  its  past. 

Beyond  our  obligation  is  the  glorious  opportunity  to  serve  America 
in  our  day  and  generation  as  our  forefathers  did  in  theirs.  This  service 
we  can  perform  by  cherishing  and  advancing  the  great  American  prin- 
ciples: freedom  in  religious  devotion,  freedom  for  discussion,  and  union 
for  the  ordered  liberty  of  representative  democracy.

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The  1938-39  basketball  season  can  be  considered  as  one  of  the  most  successful 
that  has  been  completed  by  a  basketball  team  representing  the  Red  and  Black  of 
the  University  of  Cincinnati  in  many  years  With  a  record  of  twelve  wins  in  seven- 
teen starts  one  can  not  feel  but  what  the  time  spent  by  the  coach  and  the  players 
was  worth  while 

Beginning  the  season  vvith  an  experienced  squad,  Coach  Walter  Van  Winkle 
entering  his  second  year  as  Bearcat  mentor,  turned  out  a  very  capable  team.  A 
team  which  had  the  enviable  record  of  never  losing  a  game  on  its  home  floor. 

The  Bearcats  opened  the  season  with  a  decisive  47-31  victory  over  the  George- 
town Tigers  .  Big  Lou  Capelle  paced  the  Bearcat  victory  march  with  12  points

SPORTS

T.  C.  student  receives  a  commission 
as  second  lieutenant  in  the  United  States  Army 
Reserve — a  better  man  for  the  discipline  and 
technical    training   he   has   undergone.
